“ blockbuster” type bombs, send­ 
ing smoke and dust 1,200 feet in­ 
to the air.

Supreme Court

WASHINGTON, May 22 — The 
supreme court has ruled ille­ 
gal a compulsory m i n i m u rn 
price fixing clause in the 
fair 
trade acts of 43 states. 
The 6 to 3 decision, written by 
Justice Douglas, rejected argu­ 
ments by two major whisky dis­ 
tillers that the so-called “ non­ 
signer” clause is sanctioned by 
the Miller-Tydings Act, w h i c h 
exempts state fair trade 
laws 
from federal anti-trust bans. 
The majority opinion, which 
drew 
dissents 
from 
Justices 
Frankfurter. Burton and Black, 
said the court was unable to find 
any intent to permit the compul­

to

Miller-Tydings 
law. 
The question was posed by 
Schwegmann Brothers, New Or­ 
leans super m arket proprietors, 
who had lost out in low’er courts 
to distillers of Calvert and Sea­ 
gram whiskey for selling their 
products at a dollar tinder the 
producer-merchant price floor. 
The distillers acted under a 
state law’ provision w’hich makes 
a minimum resale price agree­ 
ment reached with one merchant 
for a given product binding on 
all others.

WASHINGTON. May 22—Con­ 
gressional sources have leported 
that the hydrogen bomb has n >t 
yet been constructed and there 
is no assurance that the “ h e I I 
bomb” ever will be built. 
They did so 
in 
response 
to 
queries regarding published re­ 
ports that the H-bomb may have 
been exploded at recent tests in 
Nevada and those just complet­ 
ed at Emwetok Atoll. 
A source close to the joint 
congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee stated flatly t h a t 
“ no hydrogen bombs were ex­ 
ploded at either site.” 
He added: “ construction of the 
bomb is still in the theoretical 
stage. American scientists be­ 
lieve it can be made. The' be­ 
lieved the same thing about the 
atom bomb.
